Attached is the most complete copy available of the "Unified 
Front broadcast of 24 March. The following additional information 
may be pertinent to your meeting this afternoon: 

1. As to the passage at the stort of the last paragraph on 
2 L +uhe ^ionalist groups and all the neople will penetrate 
tthe city ? ) to destroy Premier Ngo Dinh Diem" . The words "the city" 
did not appear in the broadcast and represent only a suggested meaning 
by the man who monitored the broadcast. The Vietnamese word here 
translated as "to destroy" carries the connotation "to step on, to crush."

3* Pi chard Neville’s 23 March English language commentary 
over F rance-A^g refers to his broadcast of two weeks ago announcing 
the formation of the "Unified Front" and continues: 

"In the meantime the sects sent their representatives 
. to consult with His Majesty Bao Dei..,. It would seem that His 
Majesty intimated that the time was not ripe for his return. 

In passing, one might remark that things ripen quickly in this 
hot climate. 

"On Monday afternoon the sects took the initiative and... 
made pubiic the text of the note they had handed the Government. 
...ihe tone of the note was confident, to say the least, a confi- 
dence one can understand when one sees the impressive list of 
signatures..'!." 

Also on 23 March, Tran Van Lam, Government Delegate for 
bouth Vietnam, and Col. Minh, commander of the First Military Regiment, 
issued a communique as follows t 5 

"It has been learned that infiltrated Viet Minh elements 
are probably ready to incite our compatriots to perform illegal 
acts such as gatherings for demonstrations, distribution of 
tracts and so forth. 
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"Taking advantage of the situation thus created they might 
provoke fights, the victims of which are all honest people. 

"So the Delegation of the Government recommends that the 
compatriots avoid gathering places in order not to let-1 themselves 
be abused, to remain calm and lucid in order not to be fooled."
